Rovereto. the largest .\iistrian city to fall Iiel'ore 
tin* Italinn armies, is lieing slowly la-eiipied hy 
tin king's troops. Tlie Rovereto forts, which 
liloekeil the Italian advaiiec* on 'ITeiit, onl.v thirteen 
miles away, were blown ii|> early yesterday ami 
Die .\iistrians began to evacuate the city, retreat- 
ing nortliwan! up the .Vdige Valley in tlie direction 
of Trent. Befere retiring tlie enemy forces demol- 
ished all the iiislorie Italian inoniinieiits and set 
lire t i tlie leimes of Italian residents. .\fter the 
garrison hiid withdrawn .Viistrian artillery, sta- 
iioimrt on ihe lioights overlooking tlie town from 
Hie norlli, Iioiired a heavy lire into Roveret<i througli- 
oiit yesterda.v. <-ompleting tlie w.irk <if ruin. These 
halleries were engaged liv Hie Italian gunners and 
partly silcm***d. Tlie tirst Italian troops began 
<*nn*ring Rovereto tielore dusk last night, accord- 
ing to dispatches received Iwre today. Caiillire 
of Rovereto marks Hie gr<*atest single victory in

Though tlie Aus- 
trians liave eonstriic*t«*d barricades across the valley 
lietweell Rovereto and Trent, military men liere la*- 
lievc the Italian troops will approach Trent itself 
lM*rore winter h:ilts military <i|ierations.
